H E Sunday of the Odtave of the Holy 
Sacrament, the Proceilion to the Church 
of St. Peters from that of Sc. Lewis be- 
longing to the French Nation was per- 
form’d with great Solemnity. The Car- 
dinal del Giudice and the Cardinal de la Tremoiile 
aflited at it, accompanied by a great Number of 
Perfous of Quality tkat ave well affected to the 2 Crowns ; 
The Cardinal de la Tremoille treated them afier- 
wards magnificently at Dinner. The Count de 
Caunitz Auditor of the Rota for Germany, and 
who has the Management of the Emperor's Affairs, 
did not cavfe the Procetfion from the Church dell’ 
Anima belonging to the German Nation to be per- 
form’d as ufual, knowing meft of the Cardinals of 
the new Promotion would not have affifted at it. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated July 16. 

Ausburg, July 8. The Lxndgrave and the Here- 
ditary Prince of Heffe Caffel arriv’d here Yefterday, 
to give neceffary Orders to their Troops that are 
marching for Italy. To morrow or next Day his High- 
nefs the Landgrave will fet out for Caffel, and the 
Hereditary Prince for the Imperial Army in Lombar- 
dy. The Letters from Infpruck fay Adaice was come 
thither from Italy that the Imperialifts had obcain’d 
an Advantage over the French. 

The faid Hereditary Prince of Heffe Caffel, 
(whom the States General of the United Provinces 
lately made General of their Horfe) is to Command 
in Lombardy not only his Father's Troops, but like- 
wile all thie in Dutch Pay that ferve under Prince 
Eugene. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated July 16. 

From the Camp at Linckenheim, July 9. Prince 
Lewis of Baden is at prefent at Raftad. The Ene- 
my’s Army is at la retir'd into the Lines of Lauter- 
bourg and Weiffenbourg, and have abandon'd all 
their Pofts along the Rhine quite to Hagenbach. 
Theit Army confifts ftill of 35 Battalions and 64 
Squadrons. Our Army [which confifts ot 42 Bat- 
tallions and 60 Squadrons, good Troops, ] is prepar- 
ing to pafs rhe Rhine, and offer Battle to the Enemy. 

Letters of the 11th of July from the Upper Rhine, 
advife, thar rhe Troops of Mentz were to put them- 
felves on the March the 13th to joyn the Imperial 
Army at Linckenheim, where freth Troops arriv’d 
from time to time. The Prince of Baden is at Ra- 
fad, where a Conference was appointed between 
his Highnefs, Count Schlick Commiffary General, 
the Count of Stadian on the Part of the Elector of 
Men'z, Count Gronsfelr, and fome other General 
Officers, The Troops of Heffe which arriv'd the 
7h and Sih of July at Ausburg, are gone on for 
Italy, where “tis-reckon’d they will arrive the 24th. 
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An Ordinance of the King of France, promi

diers that have deferted his Daajetty's Troops finee 
the sft of July 1706. 
H>» Maj fty being inform'd, that there are in the 

Enemy's Army feveral Troopers, Dragoons and 

Foot Soldiers, Natives of France, that have deferted 
his Troops, and others who ab{cond in the Provinces 
of his Kingdom, who are willing to return into bis 
Service were tly affur'd of Pardon ; and’ confide- 
ring that his Defign being to ftrengihen his Armies, 
nothing would conduce more to the augmenting of 
them, than to abate, at this Time, in their Favour, 
of the Rigour of his Ordinances ; his Majefty has 
remitced, forgiven, and pardon’d, semits, forgives, 
and pardons, the Crime of Defertion committed to 
this Day, by the Troopers, Dragoons, and Foor 
Soldiers, Natives of France, who by the firft Day 
of September next fhall returm to take on in the 
Regiments of Foot, Huorfe or Dragoons, ther are 
employ’d in his Armies; and ferve in them 4 Years 
fucceffively, on which Condition they fhall no: be 
rofecured or molefted by any Perfon wha;focver 
caufe of their Defertion ; provided they produce 
a Certificate as well from the Collonel or command- 
ing Officer of the Regiment or Bartallion they 
ferv'd in, as from the Coonpuitiors of War keeping 
the Mufter Rolls of the fame, {pecifying ac what 
Time they Lifted, and how long they ferv'd ; and 
this fhall not be drawn into Confequence, his 
Majefty declaring that this Amnefty is the laft he 
will grant to Defertets from his Troops; according- 


ly his Intention is, that the faid ift of September . 


being paft, thofe of the faid Deferters who fhall nor 
have taken on in his Troops, fhall be profecuted 
according to the a of his Ordinances, which 
for the future he will have regularly executed, even 
with regard ro thofe who having been fiez'd for the 
faid Crime fhall have been condemn’d before the 
Peblication of thefe Prefents, by which his Majefty 
does not intend to hinder the Execution of the Sen- 
tences that fhall have been pronounc’d againft them ; 
his Will being only to pardon tHofe who baving been 
fiez’d have not yet been condemn’d for deferting, ard 
that they be releas'd on Condition they return to the 
Troops or Companies of the Regiments to which 
they bslong, to continue to ferve in them. His Ma- 
jefty’s Intention is likewife, that thofe who have bren 
condemn’d for Conumacy, thall bave the Benefit of 
the prefent Amnefty, and be difcharg’d from the 
Sentences pronounc’d againft them for Contumacy, 
if within the Time above prefcrib’d, they take on 
in the Troops of his Armies, to ferve in them 4 
Years without abfenting themfelves, on Pain of 
lofing the Benefic of this prefent Pardon. His Ma- 
jefty commands and orders bis Governous, and Lieu- 
tenant Generals, in hi¢ Provinces and Armies, and 
Intendanrs in the fame, the Governours of particular 
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al of his Troops, the Commiffaries of War, and 
' a bis other Officers whom it may concern, to fee 
to the due Execution of thefe Prefents, which ‘tis his 
Majefty’s Will thall be publith’d at the Head of his 
Troops, and, affix'd on his Frontiers, and in all o- 
ther Places ‘Meceffary, to the end thar none may pre-
